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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's election of Group V (claims 123 and 124) in the communication, filed 
05/17/ 2004, is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election 
without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 1 1 1-122 and 125 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the communication filed 05/17/2004. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 1 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Weir ('560). 
Weir discloses an interior rearview mirror system for a vehicle comprising a rearview 

mirror assembly (10) and a clock display (12), wherein said clock display is inherently capable 
of being repositionable between a viewing position and non- viewing position via pintle (54). 
Note figures 1 and 2, along with the associated description thereof, and column 4, lines 23 to 75. 

5. Claim 1 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Suman et al ('023). 
Suman et al discloses an interior rearview mirror system for a vehicle comprising a 

rearview mirror assembly (11) and an information display (60) for a television image (see 
column 3, lines 1 to 20), wherein said display is repositionable between a viewing position and 
non- viewing position. Note figures 1-6 along with the associated description thereof. 
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6. Claims 1 10, 123 and 124 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lin 
('496). 

Lin discloses an interior rearview mirror system for a vehicle comprising a rearview 
mirror assembly (1) including a reflective element and a casing (11, 12) having recessed portion 
(124) and an information display (3), wherein said information display extends out of said 
recessed portion to a viewing position and retracts into said recessed portion.to a non-viewing 
position and wherein said information display is a computer display due to the fact that the 
display includes a CPU. Note figures 1-3 and 5, along with the associated description thereof, 
and column 2, lines 40 to 63. 

7. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

8. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
Applicant on page 16, line 2 of the specification refers to Fig. 7 A. However, the 

application, as originally filed, does not include a drawing labeled as Fig. 7A. 

9. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: 

Reference numeral reference numeral (46) is not found in the specification. A proposed 
drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the specification to add the reference 
sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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10. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: Reference sign (40), 
disclosed on page 16 of the specification, has not been illustrated and/or properly labeled. A 
proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance.
